ary, with many others, whofe Names were not known. 
Macdonald of Barrifdale was faid to have gone on board 
before the Pretender’s Son got to the Ships. 

Kenfington, Sept. 30. ‘This Day Prince Sherbatow, 
Minilter Plenipotentiary from the Czarina, being recali’d, 
had a private Audience of Leave of his Majeity, to deliver 
his Letter of Revocation. 

As had afterwards Count Czernichew, his firft private 
Audience of his Majeity, to deliver his Letters of Cre- 
dence, as Minifter Plenipotentiary from the Czarina. They 
were both introduc’d by the Right Hon. the Earl of Har- 
rington, one of his Majefty’s Principal Secretaries of Siate, 
and conducted by Sir Clement Cottrel Dormer, Ant. Ma- 
fter of the Ceremonies. 


They write from Peterfburgh,, that her Imperial Ma- 
jefty having given Leave for a thoufand Laft of Corn to be 
exported out of Livonia, exclufive of what, by Treaty, is 
allowed to the Swedes; it is conjectured from thence, that 
there is no Thoughts of raifing Magazines in that Country, 
or making any extraordinary Provitions for the ‘Troops that 
are quartered here. 

General Nadafti, with his Huffarsand Dragoons, is or- 
dered back thro’ the Bochetta for Want of Forage in the 
State of Genoa; and M. de Botta infifls, that the Genoefe 
Nobility fhall pay all the Contributions demanded, be- 
caufe they alone embark’d the Republick in the War of 
Lombardy. 

The German Deferters, which had entered into the Ser 
vice of the Genoefe, amount to 4500 Men, and as above 
2000 of thofe are returned, upon the Amnetty agreed on 
in the Capitulation of Genoa, the Imperial Regiments of 
Foot are almoft all complete. 

When the Six noble \ cnetians, deputed by the Senate to 
the King of Sardinia, would have knele before him, he 
prevented it, and faid, ‘That he was forry for the Circum- 
ftances into which they had brought themfelves ; that no 
doubt, his Troops might had committed Exceffes, a 
Thing too frequent in fuch Cafes ; but that he would give 
Direétions to his General Officers, to caufe the ftri¢tett 
Difcipline to be obferved for the future, and that the 
Republick fhould be far from finding an implacable Enemy 
in him. 

As the French had no Magazines at Nice, all the Provi- 
fions they could have, at their Jate Arrival there, were 
brought them out of Province, which adds to the Imprac- 
ticably of heir making any Stand. 

By a Letter from Lifbon we have Advice of the Arrival 
there of a Spaniard of high Dignity, in order to compli- 
ment the Marquis T'abernega on his return from his long 
Exile, and learn the real Difpofitions of the Court of Lon- 
don, as “twas thought that Nobleman was thoroughly ac-

[V. ‘That his 
Catholic Mzj-fly fhall abandon entirely the Defign of efta 
blifhing the Don Philip at the Expence of his britannick 
Majeily’s Allies in Italy. V. ‘nat the Pretenfions of the 
Queen Mother fha!l be difewfled ina Congrefs. WI That 
Don Carlos fhall be maintained in the I'wo Sicilies, on 
Condition of his renouncing all Claim to any of the Do- 
niinions of the Houfe of Autiria. VII. That there fhall 
be a perpetual deienfive Alliance between their Catholic 
and Britannic Majelties, for the Guaranty of their Demi- 
nions, and in fome Cafes, to be fectled by the Treaty, an 
off nfive one.

the great Honour they had done him, and declaring his 
Intention with the Affitance of his Brethren, to fupport 
th.m inall their juft Rights and Privileges, which are dear 
and valuable to them: After which, the Right Hon. Sir 
Richard Hoare, Knt. the prefent Lord-Mayor, made a 
Speech from the Huftings, thanking them for their Readi- 
nefs to afliit him with their Advice on every Occafion, and 
declaring his greateit Honour was the Good-Will of his 
bellow Citizens.
